"16.3 The aim of this study should be to provide guid- 
ance and information without which future research and develop- 
ment in the fields of interception and position fixing cannot 
be effectively pursued. A top priority requirement for this 
study is in the field of anti-submarine warfare."

3. It is apparent that the source material includes, very 
importantly, information which may be available only at the 
national CGMINT centers or which may be coming to light as 
a result of current effort being applied to the problem by 
the national centers.

4. Accordingly it is requested that KSA make available to 
the USN representatives such information as may be available.
